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flowing from a previous prejudice against the schools, but, on the 
contrary, everywhere the evidence of a deep interest in them, 
a just appreciation of what is praiseworthy in them, and an 
earnest desire to make them better. We think, too, that no can- 
did person, who is well acquainted with the schools, will dissent 
from its conclusions. We honor the members of the committee 
for the thoroughness and fidelity with which they have discharg- 
ed their trust. We thank them for the valuable contribution 
which they have made to the cause of education. We hope that 
their Report, and the discussions it has provoked, will lead the 
people of Boston to look more carefully after their schools than 
they have heretofore done, and bring a more powerful public 
opinion to bear upon their management. If they fall upon evil 
tongues, they must console themselves with the reflection, that 
the abuse which a reformer encounters is exactly in proportion 
to the need of a reformation. 
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
